WASHINGTON, June ®.—In a 
surprise message to Congress yes- 
terday, delivered shortly the 
Senate had approved an amended 
social security bill, President Roose 
velt proposed three immediate 
changes in the tax structure and 
two eventual objectives in splitting 
up all holding companies and in 
eliminating the tax-exempt pro- 
visions on Federal and local Gov- 
ernment bonds

To the Congress of the Unit- 
ed States: 

As the fiscal year draws to 
its close it becomes our duty 
to consider the broad question 
of tax methods and policies. 1 
wish to acknowledge the time- 
ly efforts of the Congress to 
lav the basis through its com- 
mittees for administrative im- 
provements, by careful study 
of the revenue systems of our 
own and of other countries. 
These studies have made it 
very clear that we need to sim- 
plify and clarify our revenue 
laws. 

The Joint Legislative Com- 
mittee, established by the rev- 
enue act of 1926, has been 
particularly helpful to the 
Treasury Department. The 
members of that committee 
have generously consulted 
with administrative officials, 
not only on broad questions of 
policy but on important and 
difficult tax cases. 

On the basis of these studies 
and of other studies conducted 
by officials of the Treasury, I 
am able to make a number of 
suggestions of important 
changes in our policy of taxa- 
tion. These are based on the 
broad principle that if a gov- 
ernment is to be prudent its 
taxes must produce ample rev- 
enues without discouraging 
enterprise; and if it is to be 
just it must distribute the 
burden of taxes equitably. I 
do not believe that our present 
system of taxation completely 
meets this test. Our revenue 
laws have operated in manv 
wavs to the unfair advantage 
of the few, and they have done 
little to prevent an unjust con- 
centration of wealth and eco- 
nomic power. 

With the enactment of the in- 
come tax law of 1913 the Fed- 
eral Government began to Ap 
ply effectively the widely ac- 
cepted principle that taxes 
should be levied in proportion 
to ability to pay and in propor- 
tion to the benefits received. In- 
come was wisely chosen as the 
measure of benefits and of abil- 
ity to pay. This was and still is

to income is the most effective 
instrument yet devised to ob- 
tain just contribution from 
those best able to bear it and to 
avoid placing onerous burdens 
upon the mas. of our people. 

The movement toward pro- 
gressive taxation of wealth and 
of income has accompanied the 
growing diversification and in- 
terrelation of effort which 
marks our industrial society. 
Wealth tn the modern world 
does not come merely from in- 
dividual effort; it results from 
a combination of individual ef- 
fort and of the manifold uses 
to which the community puts 
that effort. The individual does 
not create the product of his 
industry with his own hands; 
he utilizes the many processes 
and forces of mass production 
to meet the demands of a na- 
tional and international mar- 
ket 

Therefore, in spite of the 
great importance in our nation- 
al life of the efforts and §in- 
genuity of unusual individuals, 
the people in the mass have in- 
evitably helped to make large 
fortunes possible. Without mass 
co-operation great accumula- 
tions of wealth woulu be im- 
possible save bv unhealthy spec- 
ulation. As Andrew Carnegie 
put it, “where wealth accrues 
honorably, the people are al- 
ways silent part..ers.” Whether 
it be wealth achieved through 
the co-operation of the entire 
community or riches gained by 
speculation—in either case the 
ownership of such wealth or 
riches represents a great public 
interest and a great ability to 
pa\ 

My first proposal, in line with 
this broad policy, has to do with 
inheritances and. gifts The 
transmission from generation to 
generation of vast fortunes bv 
will, inheritance, or gift is not 
consistent with the ideals and 
sentiments of the American peo- 
ple

ommend further the imposition 
of gift taxes suited to this end. 
Because of the basis on which 
this proposed tax is to be levied 
and also because of the very 
sound public policy of encourag- 
ing a wider distribution of 
wealth, I strongly urge that the 
proceeds of this tax should be 
specifically segregated and ap- 
plied; as they accrue, to the re- 
duction of the national debt.

As the profit to such a 
corporation increases, 80 the 
value of its advantages and pro- 
tections increases. 

Furthermore, the drain of a 
depression upon the reserves of 
business puts 4 disproportion- 
ate strain upon the modestly 
capitalized emall enterprise. 
Without such small enterprises 
our competitive economic s0- 
ciety would cease. Size begets 
monopoly. Moreover, in the 
aggregate these little business- 
es furnish the indispensable 
local basis for those nation- 
wide markets which alone can 
insure the success of our mass 
production industries, Today 
our smaller corporations are 
figthing not only for their 
own local well-being but for 
that fairly distributed national 
prosperity which makes large- 
scale enterprise possible. 

It seems only equitable, 
therefore, to adjust our tax 
svyatem in accordance with eco- 
nomic capacity, advantage and 
fact. The smaller corporations 
should not carry burdens be- 
yond their powers; the’ vast 
concentrations of capital 
should be ready to carry bur- 
dens commensurate with their 
powers and their advantages. 

We have. established the 
principle of graduated taxtion 
in respect to personal incomes, 
gifts and estates.

Provision should, of course, 
be made to prevent evasion of 
such graduated tax on corporate 
incomes through the device of 
numerous subsidiaries or affil- 
jates, each of which might tech- 
nically qualify as a small con- 
cern even though all were in 
fact operated as a single organ- 
ization. The most effective 
method of preventing such 
evasions would be a tax on 
dividends received by corpora- 
tions. Bona fide investment 
trusts that submit to public 
regulation and perform the 
function of permitting small in- 
vestors to obtain the benefit of 
diversification of risk may well 
be exempted from this tax. 

In addition to these three spe- 
cific recommendations of 
changes in our national tax 
policies, I commend to your 
study and consideration a num- 
ber of others. Ultimately, we 
should seek through taxation 
the simplification of our cor- 
porate structures through the 
elimination of unnecessary 
holding companies in all lines 
of business. We should likewise 
discourage unwieldy and un- 
necessary corporate surpluses. 
These complicated and difficult 
questions cannot adequately be 
debated in the time remaining 
in the present session of this 
Congress.

vides that employe units designated 
by the board as duly chosen to 


represent the employes in collective | 
'bargaining shall not include work- 


ers of more than one employer. 
Ramspeck said this provision would 
prevent employes in one plant call- 
ing on those in another in the same 


‘industry, owned by a different em- | 
ployer, for help in forcing collective | 
_bargaining agreements. 


Connery fought this amendment 
on the grounds that it would keep 


the board from adjusting disputes 


affecting an entire industry. 

Ramspeck said, off the floor, that 
the bill. as :t stood originally, would 
have allowed the board to desig- 
nate an “appropriate unit” for col- 
lective bargaining, and this might 
be interpreted as applying to an 
entire industry.

| WORKS WAGE LIMIT T00 LOW 
FOR CITY’S CROSSING PROGRAM 


Brown Says Grade Separation Pro}j- 
ects Will Cost at Least $2000 
Per Man Employed. 

The opinion that the $4,650,000 
program of railroad grade crossing 
elimination proposed by the city 
under the new Federal public 
works program could not be car- 
ried out if President Roosevelt's 
rule on the maximum cost of work 
per man employed should stand, 
was expressed today by President 
Brown of the Board of Public 
Service. 

Total cost of new public works, 
under the $4,880,000,000 bill, may not 
in most cases exceed $1100 to $1200 
per man hired annually, including 
cost of materials, Mr. Roosevelt 
has ruled. Brown said the cost of 
the proposed grade separations here 
would be at least $2000 per man 
on this basis, in view of the volume 
of steel needed and the compara- 
tively large number of skilled work- 
ers required. He recalled that the 
President originally had intended 
to make grade crossing elimination 
a major phase of the new public 
works program.

COMMITTEE APPROVES 
ARMS CONTROL BILL 


It Would Create Board Under 
Secretary of State to Su- 
pervisé Munitions. 


' By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, June 2. — With 
a few minor changés, the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee ap- 
provea yerterday a bill proposed 
by some members of the munitions 


| committee intended to regulate the 


‘import and export of arms and 
munitions. 

The measure would set up a Na- 
tional Munitions Control Board, 
headed by the Secretary of State, 
and would require all persons en- 
gaged “in the business of export- 
ing or importing any of the arms, 
ammunition and implements of 
war” to register with the State De- 
partment, with a fee of $500, good 
for five years. 

The bill would out!aw importa- 
tion of arms by unlicensed deal- 
ers, with provisions for seizure of 
illegal shipments. 

Purchase of arms by the United 
States from unlicensed dealers 
would be forbidden, and export li- 
censes would be refused to dealers 
intending to sell to countries which 


had not granted permission for 
such sales. No licenses would he 
issued for the “export of toxic 


| gases or instruments designed for 
their use in warfare 

The munitions dealers would be 
| required to report their activities 
ito the State Department. The bill 
authorized the President’ to pro- 
claim what shall be considered 
arms and munitions of war, upon 
recommendation of the  »board, 
which in addition to the Secretary 
of State, would include the secre- 
taries of the Treasury, War, Navy 
and Commerce.

Serves Notice in Row Between 
House Committee and Trea- 
sury Over Alcohol Control.

WASHNIGTON, June 20.—In a 
difference of opinion between 
Treasury officials and Democratic 
members of the House Ways and 
Means Committee over liquor con- 
trol methods, Joseph H. Choate, 
| Federal Alcohol Control Adminis- 
trator, served notice last night that 
he would résign. 

Secretary of the Treasury Mor- 
genthau was represented by one of 
his aide, Harold N. Graves, as favor- 


ing creation of an independent can- 
trol agency. At a committeé héar- 
ing on a committee bill to put 
liquor regulation under the Treas- 
ury, Graves said the Treasury al- 
ways had been in favor of a sepa- 
rate agency. Chairman Doughton 
of the committee said the commit- 
tee had beén informed that the 
Treasury wanted the control in the 
Treasury department. 


Choate served notice that hé 
planned to resign soon. He said 
later that the time of his retire- 
mént was subject to determination 
of President Roosevelt. 


Arthur J. Mallott, Deputy Inter- 
hal Revenue Commissionér in 
charge of the alcohol tax unit, 
joined Graves and Choate in op- 
posing thé committee’s bill provid- 
ing for bulk sales of liquor and for 
régulation in the Treasury. Mal- 
lott said his buréau felt it essen- 
tial that the liquor regulation be 
left as much as possible to the 
présént setup of FACA. 


When Graves insisted that Mor- 
genthau favored the separate agen- 
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¢y, Represéntative Vinson (Dem.), 
Kentucky, démandéd to know how 
léng that had been his attitude. 
“Tt has always been the attitude 
of the Tréasury,” Graves repliéd. 
Chairman Doughton then de 
manded that the Treasury present

MISSOURI AND BLACK BASS. 

Florida recently became the thirty-seventh state 
to prohibit the sale of black bass within her bor- 
ders, no matter where the fish are taken. Prior to 
enactment of the law, according to the National Wal- 
tonian, more bass were taken and sold from Lake 
Okeechobee and St. John’s River than from any other 
sources in the United States. Like other states which 
have adopted similar laws, Florida has at last come 
to the realization that this fine game fish is worth 
far more to the State as a sporting asset than as a 
commercial fish. 

It is lamentable that Missouri, whose streams are 
known nationally as a favored habitat of the black 
bass, has failed to enact a properly protective law. 
While it is illegal in Missouri to sell bass cavfght in 
the State's own waters, such fish caught elsewhere 
may be marketed here. Thus, Missouri's law creates 
an insuperable problem for enforcement officers, be- 
cause in most cases it is impossible to determine 
where marketed fish are caught.

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Be Inflation Comes 


Economist weighs various plans to avoid loss or make money in event of inflation: 


buying stocks, commodities, real estate and foreign exchange; concludes all 


these are uncertain and dangerously speculative; asserts ‘wiser course 1s at- 


tempting to prevent inflation, for it oppresses workers, investors and all others.

THINK it important to venture the 
| opinion that inflation, if it comes to us, 

will not assume any auch horrendous 
proportions as were found in Germany. The 
conditions of the two countries are wholly 
different. Germany was a defeated nation, 
her industries exhausted, the spirit of her 
people prostrate. Inflation had already made 
an astounding advance during the war, but 
the economy continued to be controlled be- 
cause the war psychology could impose its 
will. Once the Government was broken and 
the war effort became a horrifying failure, 
the inflation began to break its bounds. 


There was imposed an appalling debt for 


reparations. The country’s credit was gone. 
Her bank resources were paralyzed. 

This is not our case. Our resources are 
immense. We have suffered no such catas- 
trophe. Our gold reserve is enormous. Tf 
inflation comes, it will have its brief course 
and will be checked. How far it might go 
is difficult to say. But it will not in anv 
sense be grotesque. Therefore, the hope of 
piling up great fortunes by speculating in 
land values and equities is greatly reduced. 
It cannot come for another year. and after 
that, it will be some time before its effect 
is serious, 


The hopes held out for those who have 
Savings are illusory. Investment in bonds 
and mortgages if inflation comes will, of 
course, be disastrous. Investment in com- 
mon stocks is recommended highly. But 
which common stocks? Can you answer? 
Can anyone answer? 

Stocks of those corporations with large 
bonded indebtedness would be the ideal 
ones, because inflation is supposed to wipe 
out or reduce bonded indebtedness. But cor- 
porations with large bonded indebtedness 
are for the most part in trouble. And they 
may crack before inflation can wipe out the 
bonds. Moreover, inflation can so upset the 
economy of a nation that corporations may 
be ruined and equities wiped out. 

How .about buying commodities? What 
commodities? If production in the heavy in- 
dustries is killed off by inflation. obviously 
you cannot afford to buy the commodities 
which serve as raw materials for those in- 
dustries. Commodities for quick consump- 
tion are the only ones to buy. But in that 
case, they must be sold quickly, too. This 
forces you to the necessity of continuing the 
speculation in commodities. It imposés upon 
you the task of, detecting the moment at 
which the inflation is going ‘to collapse. 
And you will be a wise speculator if you 
can detect that. The collapse of the infla- 
tion almost invariably wipes out all the 
profits made by the commodity speculators 
up to the moment of collapse. | 

Buy real estate? Land or buildings? If 
land, remember you will have to answer 
for the carrying charges. And they may be 
very high. Interest, it may be, will not rise, 
but taxes. will, and may devastate you. And 
buying land for cash will do you no good 
if you pian to hold the land. After the in- 
flation is over, you may actually find it 
worth less than when you bought it. And 
if you pian to buy in order to sell before the 
inflation ends, you may find yourself in dif- 
ficulty. Because if you succeed, you will still

have the problem of reinvesting your 
money. And you may not succeed, because 
selling vacant land will be difficult when 
credit is stifled. Those farmers who bought 
land in the great war-credit inflation of 
1916 to 1919 were far worse off when it was 
over than their brothers who remained with- 
in their own little acres. 

Put the money in foreign currency? What 
foreign currency? It is not so long ago peo- 
ple were buying Geigian belgas and French 
france. The belga has toppled already, and 
it is now plain they would have been wiser 
to have left their funds in American dollars. 

The simple truth ia that what to do with 
your money is a problem of speculation. 
You can probably make a great deal of 
money out of the inflation if you will spec- 
ulate as it progresses. But this brings up 
the important question—Do you know how 
to speculate”? The answer is No. You do not 
know and you will probably lose everything 
if you attempt it. If inflation comes, you 
are simply at the mercy of the elements. 

7 . - 

A far wiser course is to attempt to pre- 
vent it. If it comes, it will oppress workers, 
investors, the thrifty and the thriftless. The 
notion that it is a device for taking from 
the thrifty to give to the thriftless is a mis- 
take. It takes from all. No one will suffer 
more than that vast population which is in- 
cluded in the classification “thriftless” — 
those who, though they may be industrious. 
have not mastered the art of making and 
saving money. And there is only one way to 
prevent inflation and that is to turn now to 
the grim arts of taxation. 

I do not mean the Government must cease 
to spend money. It dare not do that. But it 
must get its funds out of current revenues 
and provide them through heavy income 
taxes. That may be very annoying to those 
who still have incomes. But it is a necessity 
so imperious that these people have no 
choice now save between losing some of 
their incomes by taxation or, in the end, all 
of.them by borrowing.

ARCHEOLOGISTS THINK FIRE 
DESTROYED ANCIENT TROY 


Expedition Establishes That There 
Have Been Nine Cities on Site 
in Asia Minor. . 
By the Associated Press. 
CINCINNATI, June 20.—A Uni- 
versity of Cincinnati archeological 


expedition working in Asia Minor, 
has established that nine cities rose 
and fell on the site of ancient Troy. 
Dr. William T. Semple cabled to- 
day that floor levels of houses of 
the seventh city have been reached. 

“Work is being carried on in 12 
to 14 different places,” he _ said, 
“dealing with the first, second, fifth, 
sixth, seventh and ninth cities.” 

The expedition last year report- 
ed finding indications that fire had 
wrecked the seventh city. Dr. Sem- 
ple said additional discoveries this 
year confirmed that “its destruc- 
tion was caused by a fearful con- 
flagration. The date is about that 
of the traditional dating of the 
Trojan War.” 


“Father of Boulder Dam” Dies.

KINGMAN, Ariz., June 20. — An- 
son Hubert Smith, 75 years old, for 
nearly 53 years editor and publish- 
er of the Mohave County Miner and 
described by former President 
Hoover as “The Father of Boulder 
Dam,” died at his home here last 
night from injuries suffered in a 
fall early this spring. Within a few 
years after establishing the Miner 
in November, 1882, Smith wrote of 
the possibilities of harnessing the 
waters of the Colorado River.

WASHINGTON, June 20.—Plans 
for establishment of courses in 
game management in several state 
universities, with funds provided 
by State Game Commissions, the 
Bureau of Biological Survey and 
an anonymous manufacturer of 
arms and ammunition, were an- 
nounced yesterday by J. N. Darl- 
ing, chief of the Biological Bureau.

St. Louis Rating Bureau Starts 
Letter-Writing Campaign 
Supporting Plan.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 19. — 
A letter-writing campaign to de- 
velop support for the proposed com- 
promise of litigation over a 162-3 
per cent increase in fire insurance 
rates in Missouri, which the stock 
fire insurance companies have been 
collecting for five years, is being 


promoted by the Missouri Inspec- 
tion Bureau of St. Louis, through 
agents for the companies. 

The Missouri Inspection Bureau, 
of which Paul W. Terry of St. Louis 
is manager, is a central! rating bu- 
reau for the companies and per- 
forms miscellaneous other services 
for them. 

A circular letter being sent to 
agents on the bureau stationery 
suggests that if they believe the 
proposed settlement is a construc- 
tive one, “your companies would 
appreciate it if you would have 
representative policyholders write 
to the Superintendent of Insurance, 
Hon. R. Emmet O'Malley, to that 
effect.” 

The printed letter bears the date 
of last June 12. O'Malley this after- 
noon said he had received about 
30 letters favoring the compromise. 

Backed by Pendergast. 

The number of fire insurance 
agents in the State was estimated 
at about 30,000 by Boss Tom Pen- 
dergast, head of the Kansas City 
Democratic machine, who said in 
New York, last June 7, before he 
sailed for Europe, that he _ had 
“nassed along word” to Gov. Park 
O'Malley and other State officials 
to accept the compromise. Pender- 
gast said one of his reasons was 
that the agents wanted the com- 
promise. 

The compromise, already rejected 
in Cole County Circuit Court, where 
one of the cases involving the in- 
crease has been pending, will be 
submitted to a three-Judge Federa! 
Court in Kansas City, on Saturday 
for approval. Suits by the compa- 
nies to uphold the increase also are 
pending in that court. The Stats 
Insurance Department fought the 
increase up to the time the com- 
promise was proposed recently.

WHEAT RIPENING IN 
MANY MISSOURI FIELDS 


Excessive Rainfall Causing Se- 
rious Delay in Planting 
of Corn. 


Temperature conditions in Mis- 
souri for the week ending Tuesday 
returned to normal, or somewhat 
above, after being much below nor- 
mal for a month, and gave an im- 
petus to crop growth, according to 
the Missouri Weekly Weather and 
Crop Bulletin of the United States 
Department of Agriculture. How- 
ever, all vegetation was already 
rank in growth, due to abundance 
of moisture, the report continued. 
Showers occurred almost daily and 
were quite general on four days of 
the week, with heavy amounts in 
many localities. Weekly 
ranged from a minimum of .61 inch 
at St. Louis to 5.74 inches at Pop- 
lar Bluff. Union (near St. Louis) 
had 5.71 inches. Thies illustrates the 
varied distribution of rainfall. The 
average for the State was 2.03 
inches, nearly twice the normal 
amount. But 
only moderate, less than normal, 
tal rainfall, April 1 to June 18, was 
17.35 inches, which is 150 per cent 
of normal. For the same period 
last year, rainfall was only 60 per 
cent of normal. 

Some corn planting was done in 
parts of the northern half of the 
State. On the whole, it seems that 
‘about one-half the corn acreage has 
been planted. The delay is quite 
' serious, and thousands of acres in- 
tended for corn will probably not be 


able to mature a crop before frost 
Some early corn is about 20 inches 
high. 

Wheat continues generally in good 
to very good condition, so far. as 
‘ean be estimated at this time. It 
is ripening in many fields. The 
igrowth generally is rank and a con- 
siderable percentage is falling down 
making it difficult to harvest. Ifa 
period of fair weather comes imme 
diately, and temperatures are not 
too high, a good to excellent crop 
would probably result Oats are 
generally heading nicely and are in 
good to very good condition Alfalfa 
and pastures are rank in growth 
Havmaking has been much delayed 
Gardens improved and are gener- 
ally very good. Fruits continue 
quite promising.

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USE OF POLICE RADI 
INCREASED 67 PCT. 


‘Broadcast of 103,495 Messages 
in Year Attributed to Short- 
Wave Equipment. 


An increase of 67 per cent in the 
activity of the police radio broad- 
casting system, credited by police 
officials with being the greatest 
single advancement in modern po- 
lice work, is shown in the annual 
report of the Board of Police Com- 


missioners for the year ending 


March 31. 

During the year, the report shows, 
103,495 messages were broadcast 
through the police short-wave 


equipment to crews of radio- 
‘equipped scout cars and police de- 
‘partments of other cities. If the 
/messages had been delivered at 
regular intervals throughout the 
| year for 24 hours daily, there would 
inever have been an interval of si- 
Jence as long as six minutes. 
Short-Wave Receivers Help. 
| The increase is attributed by of- 
ficials to the fact that virtually all 
surrounding municipalities and 
townships. have equipped police 
cars with short-wave receivers dur- 
ing the past year and are trans- 
mitting their messages through the 
broadcasting station in the St. Louis 
police headquarters’ building. An- 
other reason for the increase is the 
development of communication 
channels between St. Louis and de- 
partments in other cities. 

The report shows a decrease in 
crimes of all classifications and a 


proportionate decrease in the num- | 


ber of arrests made by the police 
during the vear. The figures. also 
show a greater number of. the 
crimes solved than during the pre- 
vious year 

During the vear there were 99.- 
594 persons arrested, a decrease of 
4150 under last year. The number 
of women in this number is 20,400, 
a ratio that is consistent with fig- 
ures for previous vears 

Dayton Street District Busiest. 

The busiest montn for desk 
sergeants was May, 1934.

What they lack in skill in han- 
dling machine guns and other imple- 
ments of modern warfare, the na- 
tive warriors make up in the fierce- 
ness with which they use the 
sabers. 

Some 100,000 of the 800,000 men 
estimated to be available for the 
field rely almost entirely on the 
saber and use it with devatstating 
effect at close quarters, where the 
Ethiopian prefers to fight. 

Country Expects War. 

Reports arriving at this capital 
from remote parts of the empire 
say the entire nation thinks that 
Italy covets Ethiopian territory 
and is preparing for aggression. 

Taking for granted an Italian in- 
vasion as soon as the rains cease 
in the fall, the tribes are reported 
rallying to defend the borders. 

The army has at least 1000 ma- 
chine guns, 200,000 spears and 100 
pieces of artillery, including anti- 
aircraft guns, it is learned, al- 
though it has no military planes, 
poison gas or means for defense 
against gas.
